Two enterprising horsemen have taken the bull by the horns and 
laid out a program to answer the $64 question that every buyer wants 
to know at a yearling sale, how fast will they run? D. E. Holeman 
and Douglas Davis, Jr. have a consignment of 50 yearlings, some 
they have bred, some bought that are now being broken and galloped 
sufficiently for them to run an eighth the day before the Keeneland 
Fall Sales. Horsemen are invited to bring their watches, although 
Humphrey Finney will be announcing each pair as it comes around 
the track and Racing Form clockers will clock each pair from the 
eighth pole to the stands. ; : 

Actually horsemen will be able to get a quarter mile estimate of 
each youngster’s capabilities not only from the eighth to the stands 
but in the eighth in which they will be pulling up. The big thing is 
the honesty behind the whole idea. It brings 50 yearlings out in the 
open and lets horsemen see them for what they are, potential racing 
machines with the wraps off. Yearling sales should not be competi- 
tions to see who can produce the fattest animals when the last thing 
a horseman needs is an over-fed, under-worked, unbroken animal. 
This condition costs every horseman a lot of money, much ,more 
than the casual observer realizes for it takes months to get yearlings 
broken, fit and ready for racing. 

Fat merely hides conformation defects, gives a false impression. 
It makes herring gutted animals nicely let down, goose rumped indi- 
viduals well quartered. Over feeding never does anyone too much 
good and yearlings about to be broken and sent to the races, have 
no business being as big and soft as those sent annually to the sales. 

Del Holeman and Doug Davis have had real inspiration in de- 
veloping this idea. It is one of the most constructive steps taken in 
a long time towards making a better type of yearling sale. Yearlings 
bought on pedigrees alone are the biggest kind of a gamble if the 
top priced colts bought over a period of years are any criterion. It 
is the exception when they win their purchase price. 

Yearlings offered after a trial are first of all ready and fit to race. 
Whether they run an eighth in 11 seconds or 13 seconds does not 
make as much difference as the fact that the prospective purchasers 
have seen that they can run. It is certainly more important for a 
horseman to watch a horse move at a gallop than to see how sleek 
his conditioner can present him at the sales ring. A good racing 
stride will be a lot more help to a buyer than the spit and polish in a 
gleaming hide or for that matter the comparative length of a pedi- 
gree for as many horsemen will say, a horse is born with the speed 
in him, he’s got it or he hasn’t and no amount of training or condi- 
tioning or for that matter breeding can make him run faster than 
his Creator intended. 

The Fall sales are an ideal time for Messrs. Holeman and Davis 
to put across their idea. It is a time when claiming stables have de- 
pleted their stock ; trainers have been on the tracks all summer and 
have had little opportunity to look up new prospects. To buy un- 
trained yearlings at the sales means months before they are ready 
to race whereas horses broken, mannered and conditioned can be put 
to racing right after the first of the year. This trial basis is being 
planned as a permanent fixture. Doug Davis has built a 34-mile track 
on his farm and he and Del Holeman plan to market all their year- 
lings based on a watch and good racing movement rather than pedi- 
gree and guess work from now on. This idea has been tried before, 
in fact by Messrs. Holeman, Patterson and Chinn at the old Kentucky 
Association track. It is, after all the logical way to give a horseman 
a chance to buy himself a good prospective racehorse 

At first glance it might seem that the operation might be taking 
a great many unnecessary chances; asking for trouble, bucked shins, 
saddle sores, kicks or strains but in the long run any program that 
honestly seeks to give the buyer all the breaks is going to react in 
the favor of those who sell, buyers-bemg human are funny that way.

Drawing the Line 





Dear Sir: 


If I remember rightly you men- 
tioned something in one of the early 
issues of the Chronicle this year 
about your intentions to devote one 
particular issue to each of the major 
equestrian sports like racing, steeple- 
chasing, hunting, jumping, polo, 
dressage etc. With the preparations 
for our country’s participation in 
the 1952 Olympics at long last being 
under way, it would be appreciated 
if information would be forthcom- 
ing if and when the dressage issue 
would be published. This in order 
to give those who have something to 
contribute to the subject an oppor- 
tunity to prepare to start. 


Where our dressage team is going 
to come from still remains a mys- 
tery. Undoubtedly there are enough 
horses on hand that could success- 
fully compete in the Individual 
Olympic Dressage Ride, but most 
of them belong to professionals who, 
no doubt, would be rather reluctant 
to turn them over to amateurs who 
even with the most expert coaching, 
would have a hard time to master 
the finer points of superior dressage 
in the short time now remaining; 
less than two years. It would be a 
different story if such ‘‘amateurs’’ 
as made up our Olympic teams in 
the past were available but, with 
the army out of it, the recruiting 
would have to be done elsewhere. 


In connection with the Olympics I 
can not refrain from voicing my op- 
inion about amateurism and _ pro- 
fessionalism as ruled by the F. E. I. 
and the A. H. S. A. I realize that 
the line has to be drawn somwhere 
but why a commission in the mount- 
ed services should bestow upon it’s 
holder the prerogative of being a 
“gentleman rider’, in other words 
an amateur, and from then on, re- 
gardless of his future education ‘as 
a horseman, qualify him to compete 
as an amateur anywhere, is a little 
hard to understand. Especially if 
we take into consideration a record 
like the following, which isn’t even 
an exception from the rules; “a 
graduate of Tor di Quinto, Italy, 
and of Saumur, France, and of the 
United States Cavalry School at Fort 
Riley, Kansas; observer at the Ger- 
man Cavalry School at Hanover and 
at Weedon, England; instructor at 
Fort Riley and West Point; mem- 
ber of the American team at the 
Inter-Allied Games in Paris, 1949; 
a member of famous teams at the 
1920 and 1928 Olympics and captain 
of the victorious one at Los Angeles 
in 1932. Leader of the successful 
United States teams in international 
military competitions 1929, 1930, 
1931, he has with his team mates 
also participated in horse shows held 
in Poland, Ireland, France and 
Germany etc.’’ The late general is 
hunting in Valhalla now, bless his 
heart. I have been using his illus- 
trious record only as a comparison. 


On the other hand, a swiper rub- 
bing horses in a livery stable or 
any so called riding instructor, re- 
gardless of his qualifications, is con- 
sidered as a professional horseman. 
This state of affairs really doesn’t 
make sense. 


It might be worth trying to put 
enough pressure upon the Interna. 
tional Olympic Committee to have 
the equestrian events thrown open 
to professionals and amateurs alike, 
In the meantime I suggest that all 
professionals who own one or seyera] 
dressage horses go to work on their 
star pupils in order to obtain the 
best possible results before 1952, 
If we do not succeed we shall at 
least have the satisfaction of know. 
ing that we did our best.

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Canadian National 
Exhibition 


Breeding classes at the Canadian 
National Exhibition Horse Show at 
Toronto attracted the usual interesv 
among Ontario breeders of both 
Thoroughbreds and hunters during 
the dates of August 25-September 9. 
As the Ontario racing circuit is un- 
der way, entries came from breed- 
ers who for the most part do not 
maintain race horses. 

The class which created the most 
interest was for the stallions. Sev- 
eral new horses entering the stud 
this year were shown. The winner 
and also grand champion stallion 
was V. J. Sheridan’s Sgt. Spence 
which is by Bull Lea. Close conten- 
der and reserve champion was Jaco 
Royal (Jack High—Brown Princess) 
which is owned by the Canadian 
Hunter and Light Horse Improve- 
ment Society. The latter was grand 
champion last year. 

Grand champion Thoroughbred 
mare was G. C. Rundle’s Briar Drew 
(by Briar Hawk). Reserve went to 
the winner of the yearling class. 
This was a very lovely brown filly 
by *Filesteo—Sundee, owned by G. 
B. Heintzman. This filly will be sold 
at the Canadian yearling sales. 

Entries for Half-bred classes were 
strong and well filled but were per- 
haps a trifle lower in quality on the 
average than last year. These hors- 
es are divided into three sections 
but the third section is not actually 
for Half-breds but for registered 
Canadian hunters. The Canadian 
Hunter Stud Book is still open and 
so some Thoroughbreds and others 
eligible for Half-bred classes were 
contenders. Hence the champion 
Thoroughbred mare, Briar Drew, 
took 2nd in the Canadian hunter 
broodmare class while Herb Dent’s 
Sir Taro, winner in the 2-year-old 
Thoroughbred, also won the 2-year- 
old Canadian hunter class. 

All entries in the Half-bred class- 
es had to be sired by a stallion re- 
corded in the Canadian Hunter and 
Light Horse Improvement Society or 
in the Canadian Thoroughbred Horse 
Society Stud Book, while entries for 
Canadian hunter classs had to be 
registered in the Canadian Hunter 
Stud Book. This sounds a bit confus- 
ing but it should be remembered 
that the Canadian Hunter and Light 
Horse Improvement Society is a se- 
parate organization to the Canadian 
Hunter Society, although both work 
together. More meticulous records 
as to breeding and higher standard 
of type are necessary before regis- 
tration with the Canadian Hunter 
Society is possible. 

The young horses exhibited at 
both the C. N. BE. and the Royal al- 
ways create interest on both sides of 
the border as there are many Ameri- 
cans who look to Canada to find 
Half-bred hunters. Perhaps the nic- 
est young one shown was a brown 
yearling filly which won the Half- 
bred hunter type and also the Cana- 
dian hunter yearling. This one is 
owned by E. G. Burton and is by 
Bunty Lad. 

This year a new class was added 
for young hunters under saddle, 4 
years and under, which were regis- 
tered with the C. H. L. H. I. Society 
or the Canadian Hunter Society. It 
was undoubtedly a success. Some of 
the colt’s shown on the line. dressed 
up much better under tack and this 
Tesulted in a reversal of decisions. 
Winner of the class was a good mov- 
ing black colt by Haytime II, owned 
by Gerry Rundle. Second was Stan- 
ley and Day’s Kingsmount, an enor- 
Mous 3-year-old which handled him- 
Self very well under tack and later 
accounted for the suitable to become 
middle or heavyweights over fences. 
This colt is from the great Canadian 
Producer of Half-breds, Groat’s

Genesee Valley 
Breeders’ Association 


The 35th annual Genesee Valley 
Breeders Assn. Autumn Show, Avon, 
N. Y., on September 1-2, definitely 
established the Thoroughbred as the 
most popular light horse for hunting 
as well as the turf, and the decline 
of Half-bred mares and colts. 

The show was held in the infield 
of the Avon Springs Downs race 
course and was to show the young 
stock raised in the area. This year, 
for the first time in the show’s his- 
tory, a special effort was made to 
encourage the meeting of breeders, 
or sellers and prospective buyers, 
which not only helped.to swell the 
attendance, but also proved to be a 
great encouragement to the horse 
breeding industry, because buyers 
from a half-dozen states and Canada 
came to see the hunter and racing 
prospects. 





Eleven Thoroughbred _ stallions 
were listed for the competition on 
the final day. The judges were to 
select the winners on the basis of 
manners and condition. It was parti- 
cularly impressive to note that all 
stallions were brought to the Gene- 
see Valley because they could quali- 
fy as suitable hunter sires as well 
as outstanding race horses. Colts 
sired -by these stallions have esta- 
blished a new record of winnings 
with approximately $2,500,000 for 
three stallions; Omaha, by Gallant 
Fox, one of the 8 triple-crown win- 
ners in the U. S.; *Isolator, by 
Blandford, and *Tourist 2nd, by 
Son-In-Law, representing some of 
the best bloodlines here and abroad. 
The judges selected Curate (by Fair 
Play) as the winner with Sailor King 
(by Boatswain), a grandson of Man 
o’War, for ist and 2nd ahead of 
Omaha and *Isolater. 


*Tourist 2nd has long been 2 
popular steeplechase sire, but this 
year his get won the grand cham- 
pionship, the yearling and foal titles 
to take the lead at the colt show. 
Lucky Omen, the leading sire of the 
1949 show, had the 2-year-old cham- 
pion and Sailor King was honored 
as the sire of the 3-year-old cham- 
pion. The influence of The Jockey 
Club Breeding Bureau stallions was 
evident in the broodmare class with 
the championship awarded to

Aqueduct’s Meeting Closes With Slight 
Gain In Betting and Attendance; Away 
Away Captures Cowdin Stakes

The closing day crowd at Aque- 
duct was 31,171, which was remark- 
able because, to the last digit, this 
was the size of the crowd which clos- 
ed the 1949 fall meeting there. For 


some years I’ve thought the track 
was in a rut, but I didn’t think it 


was that deep. This must have hap- 
pened somewhere before, but I can’t 
think when. It would have happen- 
ed at Saratoga this year if I’d known 
about it earlier. The attendance 
on one occasion was just one per- 
son under that of a corresponding 
day in 1949. If I’d come in the 
grandstand entrance, where I had 
to go through a turnstile, instead 
of the paddock gate, where I didn’t 
the figures would have been exactly 
even. There’s another wasted op- 
portunity. 

What was more to the point, from 


the management’s point of view, 
was that Aqueduct’s closing crowd 
risked $2,341,415 on their judg- 
ment of the form of the running 


horse this year, agaigst $2,187,109 


in 1949. The meeting showed a 
slight gain, both in betting and at- 


tendance, despite an indifferent first 
week and two days of very bad wea- 
ther during the last one. The crowds 
were up, 376,539 to 368,907, which 
is an increase of two per cent, and 
the betting was $26,264,479 to $25, 
622,074. That’s an increase of 2.5 
percent. 

It is hard to estimate revenue from 
attendance, because frankly I don’t 
know whether the additional 7,632 
patrons went sordidly into the 
grandstand at $1.60 a head, or put 
down $4.30 to be trampled in the 
clubhouse. Nor is it possible to 
estimate the breakage on the addi- 
tional $642,405 which was bet. But 
the gross improvement over last 
year had to run upward from a min- 
imum of $35,000. It is, of course, 
too soon for the track to announce 
what part of this added revenue will 
be added to next year’s purses. It 
may still be too soon by next, June. 

Another comparison which inter- 
ested me was that this year’s clos- 
ing card supported the Beldame with 
five claiming races, one which was 
open to 2-year-olds which had not 
won a sweepstakes or two _ races 
other than claiming, and one for 


3-year-olds which had not won four 
races other than maiden or claiming. 


Last year. the support was four 
claiming races, one for 2-year-olds 
which had not won two races, whe- 


ther sweepstakes or not, and two 
Class C handicaps. 
The Clatbs C handicaps were won, 


respectively, by Big If and Dart By, 


both of them stakes winners, and 
the 2-year-old race went to Lights 
Up, one of the better 3-year-olds 


this season. And one of the claim- 


en, 


ing races was won by Danger Ahead,/ 


which was good enough to rin 
fourth in the 1950 Beléame-~ 
This year the~2-year-old winner 


was Aware, beaten in eleven of his 
twelve previous starts, and the other 
non-claiming race went to Nautch 
Dancer, about which you can form 
your own conclusions. Anyway, you 
can see the difference in the two 
ecards; it wasn’t great, but it was in 
the wrong direction. 

Several of the Beldame starters— 
Gaffery, Lithe, and Red Camelia— 
ran in both years, and got nothing 
in either. How you’d compare Next 
Move, Bed o’ Roses, September, and 
Wistful against such 1949 starters 
as Miss Request, Harmonica. Be- 
witch, Conniver, and But Why Not. I 
don’t know. But it could hardly 
be much for the better. 

The conviction here, however, is 
that Next Move proved herself the 
top filly of the year, whatever was 
hehind her, and that Bed o’ Roses, 
however brilliant she was at 2, has 
to take 2nd place in the Vanderbilt 
stable. The Bull Lea filly took the 
track and held it, and though Nick 
Combest hit her once at the furlong- 
pole because she was looking over 
in the infield, I don’t think she 
needed it. 

A really bold observer would have 
predicted this last fall. In the De- 
moiselle Stakes Bed o’ Roses beat 
Next Move by 1 1-2 lengths, getting 
three pounds. Considering weight, 
you’d have to say one ran as well 
as the other. Next Move is some- 
what better bred, being by the phe- 
nomenal Bull Lea, out of Now What, 
which won the Astoria, Demoiselle, 
Arlington Lassie, and Spinaway 
Stakes, and she has the additional 
advantage that she was foaled in

Maryland instead of California. She 
has another advantage, too; she 
grew up into a good-sized filly, while 
Bed o’ Roses remained small. Well, 
taking all these facts, her supremacy 
could have been estimated last 
spring. This observer fooled with 
the idea and discarded it as being 
too dangeorus. That’s the trouble 
with handicappers; when their fig- 
ures show them something which 
looks improbable, they discard the 
figures. 


This isn’t by the way, to disparage 
Bed o’ Roses, though she ran a dis- 
appointing race in the Beldame. She 
lost a heart-breaking finish in the 
Classic, and her race in the Travers 
was good, considering she was giv- 
ing four pounds by scale to Lights 


Up. She has, in fact, a better re- 
cord against good colts than Next 
Move, which was unplaced in the 
Wood Memorial and the Discovery 
Handicap. 


I couldn’t get much excited over 
the Cowdin Stakes, which proved 
the maiden victory for Woodvale 
Farm’s Away Away, a son of Whirl- 
away out of Dorimar, by Man o’ War. 
The mare won the Evening Handicap 
and Saratoga Cup in 1941, and eight 
other races in the two seasons she 
raced. Like Away Away she ran 
for Royce Martin’s Woodvale Farm, 
whose horses were then trained by 
the veteran Steve Judge. She seems 
to have had nothing to race before,

Scarborough Downs Turns On the Lights 





Night Racing Forced By Necessity 


Upon Maine Race Track Operators 
Boosts Attendance 140%

Necessity long the mother of in- 
vention, may be the foster mother 
to a change which in a few years 
will rock the turf world and change 
the pattern of the racing programs 
at every track in America. 

The change has aiready taken 
place at a new and distant track in 
the southern part of Maine. Scar- 
borough Downs, just south of Port- 
land, Maine, youngest member of 
the race track family, may well 
leave its mark on its older and more 
conservative family members, even 
as any family upstart influences the 
doings around the old homestead. 

Searborough Dowas will long be 
remembered as the first mile track 
in the east to switch on the arclights 
and to present its racing programs 
after the dinner hour, rather than 
in the customary matinee hours 
which have prevailed through the 
decades. 

Built by a group of Maine and 
Boston men, Scarborough Downs 
committed the sin of over-ambition. 
The racing plant, purse schedule and 
staff were set up to comfortably 
care for a daily average handle of 
$250,000. Opened on Saturday. July 
ist of this year, Scarborough has 
yet to see a single program whereon 
its patrons would wager anything 
approaching a quarter of a million 
dollars. 

A paucity of potential patrons, 
Down East conservatism, and other 
reasons have been advanced for the 
slow beginnings at Scarborough. 
From the practical side, the manage- 
ment was little interested in the 
theories which were intended to ex- 
plain the absence of business. Al- 
most immediately, the apparent 
facts were brought home too forci- 
bly to misinterpret. Afternoon rac- 
ing as a new sport in Maine would 
not attract enough fans who would 
wager a sufficient amount of money 
to meet the operating expenses of 
the new racecourse. 

Surveys of the area showed the 
absence of any great numbers of 
monied race-goers who vacationed 
in Maine. In a word, the potential 
afternoon patronage was far insuf- 
ficient. 

At the end of a single month, the 
track operators were faced with one 
cold fact. They could continue to 
operate at a loss which ultimately 
would drive them to the wall, or 
they could hit upon a move so radi- 
cal that others mentioned it only 
in whispers. Night racing, radical to 
the world of the Thoroughbred, had 
proven the life-saver of major lea- 
gue baseball and had _ resurrected 
light harness racing, after _ both 
sports had sat idly by and witnessed 
the growth of greyhound racing in 
Florida and Massachusetts, catering 
to the masses rather than the class- 
es. 

The more conservative members 
of the official family at Scarborough 
toyed with the idea of twilight rac- 
ing, but such a plan was tossed into 
the discard when it was found that 
within the area served by the track, 
no more persons were available at 
4:30 than at 2:15. 

Night racing under lights with a 
post time of 7:45 was finally agreed 
upon. In four working days, the mile 
oval had been rimmed with poles 
and lights salvaged from the Old 
Orchard trotting track, where rac- 
ing for 1950 had heen concluded. On 
August 2nd, the lights at Scarbor- 
ough went on. Immediately, substan- 
tial and welcome upsurges' were 
noted at the stiles and wickets. At 
the end of the first six nights, mu- 
tuel handles were up 49 percent as 
compared with the previous six 


afternoons and attendance had jump- 


ed 140 percent. 

As is the case with any new track 
in a territory where Thoroughbreds 
have never raced, Scarborough must 
patiently wait for the public to be- 
come educated, a slow process at 
hest, hut a process which cannot be 
hurried. The lights have attracted 
patrons like moths. Horse players 
are being made each evening, though 
the extent of such conversions can- 





not be accurately measured. Wheth- 
er enough players were made to 
eventually rescue Scarborough from 
its financial doldrums is a moot 
question. To the casual observer it 
would appear that Scarborough 
Downs has turned the corner and 
gotten off the road which led to pos- 
sible bankruptcy. Now the track may 
slowly but surely start the climh 
back up the long hill which will take 
its investors to complete solvency 
and stock dividends. 

Whether or not Scarborough pro- 
spers is relatively unimportant at 
the moment. What is important, is 
the interest already evidenced by 
other tracks and their operators jn 
the innovation. This is more than a 
passing interest and this winter wil] 
undoubtedly be the subject of prime 
interest wherever track operators 
sit down to discuss their problems 
and plans. 

For several years the subject has 
been introduced at the winter meet- 
ings, hut the advocates of night rac- 
ing were a small minority voted or 
hooted down by their more prosper- 
ous brethren. 

Searborough’s move brings the 
subject out of the discussion stage 
into the realm of reality. Except for 
the non-profit tracks, race tracks to- 
day are operated by _ successful, 
hard-headed businessmen intent on 
providing good, formful racing, but 
primarily interested in securing a 
return on their invested dollars. 

If a track in Maine, where run- 
ners had never been active before, 
can boost attendance 140 percent 
and its handle 49 percent in a single 
week, simply be switching on the 
arclights, how great would be the 
increase at metropolitan tracks? 

Certain parties will oppose such 
a move generally on the well known 
premise that after dark racing 
would tend to cheapen the sport. 
Did it cheapen harness racing or big 
league baseball, or, if it did, was the 
loss in prestige worth the effort? 
These are the questions which must 
be answered and answered immedi- 
ately. No track comptroller can look 
at the Scarborough Downs figures 
and not wonder if arclight racing 
might not assure larger dividends 
to the stockholders who own his 
track. 

In the major cities, tracks wish- 
ing to turn to arclight racing for 
greater profits will find their course 
strewn with obstacles. The baseball 
moguls will oppose such plans. Har- 
ness racing enthusiasts will screech, 
lest their night operations suffer 
and the sport once more sink into 
conyparative obscurity. In a few 
cities such as Boston, Denver, Miami 
and Portland, Ore., the greyhound 
operators will not yield their lucra- 
tive night time hours without a 
battle. . ‘ 

For some tracks, the transforma- 
tion could be effected with compara- 
tive ease, each state presenting its 
own problems. 

Rockingham Park a year ago 
sought and received enabling legis- 
lation which would permit after- 
supper racing, should the track ever 
desire such a change. Bill Corum, 
the sports columnist and major 
domo at Churchill Downs, recently 
sounded a warning that those who 
hesitate too long in their considera- 
tion of the problem posed by Scar- 
borough Downs may lose a golden 
opportunity. 

Whatever the outcome, the little 
track in Maine may have started @ 
trend that in years to come will see 
the Thoroughbreds earning their 
oats money after the sun has set. 

Credit for the innovation must go 
to Fred H. Snow, president of the 
association and Allan J. Wilson, 
general manager, aided and abetted 
by Wilson’s assistant ‘Kd’? McCaf- 
frey. It was Ed, a product of grey- 
hound racing in Boston and Flor- 
ida, who knew and plugged the at- 
traction of the lights. 

Having been on the scene daily 
since the construction work began, 
Ed has been as close to the track

Hot Takes Harbor Hill 





*Sun Briar Proved To Be Successful 
Sire; Daughters Have Been Unusually 
Able Producers of Steeplechasers

The entry finished 1-2 in the Har- 
por Hill Steeplechase Handicap at 
Aqueduct on the last day of August. 
Rigan McKinney’s Hot preceded his 
mother’s Allier under the wire, with 
Rokeby Stables’ Genancoke taking 
grd money in the five-horse field. 

Both Hot and Allier are from 
*Sun Briar mares. The former is a 
g-year-old gelding by Teufel—Sun 
Rouge; the latter is a T-year-old 
gelding by Pasteurized—Sun Pala- 
tine. 

Hot was bred by John S. Phipps, 
and did not race at 2. As a 3-year- 
old he started 4 times and gained a 
single 2nd, worth $700. The next 
season he improved his earnings, 
with a total of $2,600 from 3 places 
and a show. Never unplaced in 4 ef- 
forts that year, he was nonetheless 
still a maiden as the 1949 season 
opened. 

It looked for a time as if he 
might stay that way. He fell at the 
14th obstacle while leading in the 
Pimlico Spring Maiden: and tumbled 
at the 7th while running 2nd in his 
next outing, at Belmont. But he 
finally entered the charmed circle 
as a result of a front-running deci- 
sion in a maiden hurdle at Saratoga. 

Favored in his next effort, Hot 
led over 4 obstacles; then dropped 
back to last very suddenly and stay- 
ed there. His next couple of starts, 
one over the hurdles and the other 
over brush at Aqueduct, were al- 
most equally disappointing. 

Not until the Belmont fall meet- 
ing did the son of Teufel regain his 
form. In a 2-mile steeplechase he 
held Larky Day to a neck margin; 
and Larky Day never ran a better 
race than he did that day. Five days 
later Hot dumped his rider at the 
11th fence in a similar event. 

Then the bearer of Mr. McKin- 
ney’s red silks with the blue sash 
journeyed to Laurel, where he scor- 
ed 2 front-running victories within 
five days. But in the’ Battleship 
Steeplechase at Pimlico, Hot and 
*Luan Casca, dueling for the early 
lead, ran each other into the ground. 

That was Hot’s final effort in 
1949. His season’s earnings amount- 
ed to $5,965. 

Teufel, sire of Hot, was bred by 
Mrs. H. C. phipps and Marshall 
Field. The son of Diavolo—Virginia 
L., by *McGee, is a half-brother to 
the stakes winners Single Foot, Can- 
ter and Single Step; and to the stak- 
es producers Lope, Double Time and 
Maradadi. 

Racing for the Wheatley Stable, 
Teufel (the name is German for 
“devil’) defeated Granville in the 
1936 Wood Memorial; and came 
back a couple of years later to win 
the Puritan Handicap the first time 
that race was run at 1 1-8 miles. 

Hot is the first stakes winner 
sired by Teufel. 

*Sun Briar, maternal grandsire of 
Hot, captured the Saratoga Special, 
Great American, Grand Union Hotel 
(under 130 pounds), Hopeful (un- 
der 130 pounds) and Travers (new 
Tecord of 2:03 1-5 for the event at 
1 1-4 miles) Stakes, Albany, Del- 
aware (new Saratoga: record of 1.36 
1-5 for the mile) and Champlain 


ee 


(new Saratoga record of 1:50 for 
1 1-8 miles) Handicaps. He went a 
mile in 1:34 flat against time at 
Saratoga shortly after Roamer ran 
his sensational mile in 1:34 4-5; 
but *Sun Briar’s record was never 
officially recognized because it was 
not made during a regular race 
meeting. 


The son of Sundridge—*Sweet 
Briar II, by St. Frusquin, proved a 
highly successful sire, and possibly 
even more successful as a_ brood- 
mare sire. His daughters have been 
unusually able producers of jump- 
ers. 

The durable Widener-bred Good 
Chance, which triumphed in the 
Governor Ogle (twice), Battleship 
(twice), Harbor Hill and _ Jervis 
Spencer Steeplechase Handicaps for 
Rokeby Stables, was out of *Sun 
Briar’s daughter Sundina. Sundina 
is also the second dam of Rokeby 
Stables’ American Way, which has 
annexed the Georgetown, Grand 
National, Chevy Chase and Harbor 
Hill ’Chases. 

Sun Fritters, another *Sun Briar 
mare, foaled R. W. Grant’s Sun 
Bath, which has triumphed in the 
Woodbine, Autumn, Chevy Chase, 
Hitchcock, North American, Bever- 
wyck, Saratoga and Broad Hollow 
Steeplechase Handicaps. 

*Sun Briar’s son Pompey has also 
proved a valuable maternal grand- 
sire of jumpers. Lowfields Stable’s 
Gadabout, which acquired the 1946 
Woodbine, Autumn, Chevy Chase, 
was from Pompey’s daughter Polo- 
naise. And Black Queen, another 
Pompey mare, produced the Widen- 
er-bred Adaptable, winner of the 
Brook, Grand National, Meadow 
Brook, Manly, Temple Gwathmey 
and Corinthian.

Scarborough Downs 
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and its everyday problems as any 
other individual, as he performs a 
host of chores relating to the man- 
agement and the racing. 

Faced with handles. below expec- 
tations, McCaffrey surveyed the area 
and reported that residents and 
vacationists would be available in 
larger numbers once the sun had 
set. His investigations found that 
the summer visitors were slow to 
forego their surf and sun, but would 
welcome any after dark diversion. 
Secondly, it was apparent that the 
natives would respond to the after 
supper programs in increasing num- 
bers, for Maine is inhabited by peo- 
ple who take their leisure only 
when the day’s work has finished. 

Nightly, new friends were made 
for the sport and with attendance 
figures doubled and the mutuel 
handle rising steadily each night, 
Searborough Downs had started to 
climb back up the hill. Shortage of 
horses plus down cast fog posed 
other problems for the management. 
But the fact remains that switching 
on the lights has brought the con- 
troversible subject into the lime- 
light and caused a proposition that 
is no longer an academic one.

Glendale Features Week’s ’Chasing 





Heavy Rains Reduce Original Field In 
$10,000 Glendale ’Chase ’Cap; Allison 
Stern’s *Salemaker Wins 4th Race 





Spectator 


Overnight 9 jumpers were named 
for the $10,000 added Glendale Ste- 
eplechase, but withdrawals the morn- 
ing of the race because of heavy 
rains reduced the field to 4 starters. 
The race developed into little more 
than a parade shortly after the 
break. Harry La Montagne’s Larky 
Day, four to five favorite, and top 
weight of the field, went to ‘the 
front immediately and continued to 
lead for the entire journey, winning 
by 25 lengths. *Kipper, his nearest 
rival all the way, was 2nd, while 
Adaptable was another 20 lengths 
back, with Tourist List completing 
the field some 8 or 9 lengths behind 
Adaptable. 

Larky Day negotiated the brush 
fences in the Glendale in somewhat 
better fashion that his previous tries 
over the big ones, but bobbled at 
several of his fences, including the 
last one where an audible cry of con- 
cern welled up from the crowd. 
There was little to the running of 
the race, as Jockey D. Marzani took 
Larky Day to the front, used his 
speed judiciously, and with the lack 
of any other horse to go with him, 
was never threatened. *Kipper, 
which had won The Hitchcock over 
this same course and at the same 
distance this spring, and incidentally 
over a slow field as well, made one 
feeble attempt to move on the pace- 
maker going into the far side the 
last time, but his effort fell some 
10 lengths short and Jockey Mar- 
zani had no trouble in increasing 
his lead from there to the: wire. 
Back of these two, some semblance 
of a contest developed between 
Adaptable and Tourist List, both 
running fairly close together for 
several turns. While Adaptable pull- 
ed away from Tourist List in the 
last quarter, his effort lacked any 
of the sparkle of former years when 
he had demonstrated his ability to 
run down the top ones in the late 
stages of a race. 

Larky Day’s time for the 2 1-2 
miles was 5:05 and a fraction, well 
off the course record, and even slow 
for the condition of the field. The 
La Montagne fencer is trained by 
Arthur White, who after a season 
of poor luck, has had a_ belated 
streak changing fortune, saddling 
in addition to Larky Day, Brook- 
meade Stable’s Fleettown, winner 
the day previous to the stake. 

The previous Monday, Mrs. Mich- 
ael Walsh’s Reno Sam led home a 
band of platers in a 1 1-2-mile hur- 
dle race. Jockey F. D. ‘‘Douley’’ 
Adams, his rider, got him to the 
front at the first hurdle, and he 
was never headed thereafter to win 
comfortably by 2 lengths. His most 
dangerous competition was *Uncle 
Sam which ran closest to the win- 
ner all the way, but lost ground at 
his jumps. After that it was 13 
lengths farther back for 3rd place, 
which was Steplightly with Flag Ho 
taking down the minor award 
another 3 1-2 lengths away. The 
field went off well bunched, and only 
a short run to the first hurdle, the 
field of 8 took it with scarcely 3 
lengths separating the field. All 
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Called by trainers and breeders the most effective 
liniment they ever used, it brings fast relief from 
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got over safely except for Touristet- 
te, which was crowded going to the 
jump, but it was all of fifty feet be- 
fore the rider had space to fall, 

Another hurdle race at 1 1-2 miles 
on Tuesday drew 8 runners and it 
was a “Foot” race, with Ruling 
Class, ridden by Jockey G. Foot the 
leader until over the last hurdie, 
where Jockey A. Foot, on Louis Stod- 
dard’s Simoleon, caught the pace- 
maker, and then drew out to win by 
a length in a driving finish. Another 
length separated Woodstock and 
Goose Bay, the former well out of it 
for a turn, but closing well through 
the stretch. 

The Iron Shot Steeplechase on 
Wednesday, September 13, designed 
for non-winners of two brush races 
in 1949-50, drew a field of 8 starters 
and was by far the best brush race 
of the Aqueduct fail meeting. Fieet- 
town, making a belated 1950 bow, 
was made a lukewarm second choice 
in the betting, but he ran and jump- 
ed well all the way and under a 
nicely judged ride from Jockey Mar- 
zani, crossed the wire with 2 1-2 
lengths to spare. Coming around 
the last turn and into the stretch, 
Fleettown, My Good Man and Leche 
Hombre raced as a team, with *Pal- 
aja a close 4th, together with Black 
Fox Run. In the run through the 
stretch, Fleettown was able to get 
to the top nearing the final fence. 
while Leche Hombre weakened, per- 
mitting *Palaja and Black Fox Run 
to move up to 3rd and 4th respec- 
tively behind My Good Man. The 
race was a good contest for all but 
Enon, the favorite, which went to 
the front early, and then dropped 
out of it after almost going down 
several times, and then finally fell 
over the last jump. It later develop- 
ed that this horse, which had cap 
tured the Forget Hurdle Stake, earl- 
ier this year, and which holds the 
2-mile hurdle record, served a ss- 
pensory ligament in the running of 
The Iron Shot, probably quite early 
in the race. 

On Friday, the last jumping day 
of: the Aqueduct meeting, Allison 
Stern’s *Salemaker chalked up his 
4th victory of the year in the St. 
Francis Hurdle Handicap. Ridden 
by O. A. Brown, who has had the 
leg up in each of his 3 previous vic- 
tories, permitted the 4-year-old Eng- 
lish import to drop way out of it for 
better than a turn of the field, then 
made his move around the last turn 
which brought him from last place 
to first in the stretch. He was an 
easy winner by 4 1-2 lengths. The 
Sanford Stud Farm’s Fonda, which 
has run some pretty steady races 
this year was runner-up, 3 1-2 
lengths to the good of Monkey 
Wrench, which ran a nice race after 
being out of competition since last 
June. Boomerang and Alphabetical 
completed the field in that order. 

The other starter, *Silver Bridge, 
making his first out since a few flat 
races in Florida last winter, quickly 
drew into a good lead right after 
the break. He proved to be very 
rank, and would have run off the 
courses several times except for some 
strong handling by A. Foot, his joc- 
key. When the field turned into the 
far side the last time, *Silver Bridge 
while still in the lead, went wide, 
was overtaken by the rest of the 
field and then apparently ‘ran out 
of gas’, and finally bolted into the 
centerfield coming up the stretch. 
Despite a comparatively slow timé 
of 3:50 8-5 for the 2 miles over 4 
slow course, it was a nice race for 
*Salemaker, and all the more sur 
prising in view of the fact that his 
trainer, J. V. H. Davis, put in @ 
scratch the morning of the race. The 
horse apparently had sore shins, but 
according to the track vet, it might 
be termed chronic bucked shins, 80 
after consultation with the officials 
the scratch was not approved. 

In general the steeplechasing at 
Aqueduct’s fall meeting was below 
average, and may be partically a¢ 
counted for by the steady four weeks 
previous at Saratoga. In some cases, 
support of the Aqueduct program 
was withheld. particularly in th

Mexico’s International Team 





Civilian and Military Group Will Compete 
For First Time Under Red, White and 


Green Colors of Mexican Government

Having proved their superiority in 
international contests for the past 
few years, the Mexican International 
jump team will again start its show 
season for 1950-51 with an invasion 
of Havana, Cuba, the 1st of October 
and from there to the United States. 
They will compete in the states at 
the Pennsylvania National, The 
National and the Royal Winter Fair 
in Toronto, Canada. 


For the first time a civilian and , 


military group will compete under 
the red, white and green colors of 
the Mexican government. Both 
groups will ride in Cuba with only 
the military team going on to the 
United States. The military team 
consists of Captain Alberto Valdes, 
Captain Jose Perez, Lt. Jose Gon- 
zalez, Sub.-Lts. Joaquin D’Harcourt 
and Jaime de la Garza. Their chief 
and trainer, Colonel Humberto Mari- 
les does not at this time plan to com- 
pete. 

These members of the team and 
members of the civilian team were 
officially received by the President 
of the Mexican Republic, the 7th of 
September, in his private office de 
la Pinos. The president there ex- 
pressed the hope that the team 
would do the pest they could for 
the honor of their country since this 
was the first time a team of this 
nature had been sponsored by the 
Mexican government. But, that if 
luck was not with them and they 
did not win, not to be discouraged, 
that there would be other occasions 
for triumph. 


In a prief interview, Colonel Mar- 
iles reviewed what was said by the 
president, also adding that the 
equestrian school was trying some- 
thing new in training civilians and 
military both, hoping to gain new 
and better riders so that they would 
have a pool from which to draw rid- 
ers that were capable of showing and 
winning throughout the world with- 
out having to use over and over the 
riders of former international teams. 
And since it is impossible to have 
10 riders of the category of Uriza, 
Carrillo and Mariles, it is necessary 
to train and give experience to these 
new riders, i. e. Cuba. After the re- 
turn of the team from Canada about 
the middle of December, there will 
be another selection of riders for the 
Pan-American games in Buenos 
Aires and later the Olympic games 
in 1952. 

Some pertinent facts about the 
Mexican horses and their riders: The 
following horses were in the Olym- 
pies; Arete, 11-year-old pay which 
has been jumping § years. He was 
the winner of the Prix de Naciones 
in London in 1948 and 2nd in Luc- 
erne,; ist in Prix du Pilate in Luc- 
erne, 4th Prix des Vainqueurs in 
Vichy. He is very consistent at 1.90 
m (5’-5’’) and better. Chihuahua, a 
14-year-old black which has been 
jumping 8 years. He, too, is of the 
class and category of Arete, Hatuey 
and Resorte. He was 2nd in the 
Grand Prix de la Ville de Lucerne, 
4th in the prix de France, Vichy, 
10th in Grand Prix de la Ville de 
Vichy with a total of only 4 faults 
and 9th in prix des Vainqueurs, 
Vichy, 1.90 m. Hatuey, a 12-year- 
old dark chestnut which has been 
jumping about 6 years. He was 4th 
in Gran Premio di Roma, Rome, 4th 
mm Premio delle Nazioni, Rome, sth 
Prix du Burgenstock, with no faults 
but excessive time in Lucerne. He 
was 3rd in the Grand Prix Militaire, 
no faults but time, 2nd _ Prix de 
France, Vichy, 2nd Prix du Comite 
des Fetes, Vichy, 2nd Grand Prix de 
la Ville de Vichy, 2nd Coupe Des 
Nations, Vichy, 2nd in 3-day event 
of the Olympics in London, 1.90 m. 

The last of the Olympic horses is 
Resorte, a 21-year-old chestnut 
which has been jumping about 12 
years. Though not as much of a high 
jumper as the rest, he is a consis- 
tent 1.70 meter horse. He was 6th in 
Prix du Lac des Quatre-Canons, 
Lucerne, with no faults but time, 
6th Prix de L’armee _Irlandaise 


with a perfect score the first time 


and § faults in jump off, and 7th in 
Prix de France, Vichy. 

New horses on the team are the 
5-year-old bay, Oregon. He has been 
jumping about 2 years, 1.80 m. The 
10-year-old Molotito, a brown which 
has peen jumping about 5 years, 
1.80 m. The bay Renegado, an 8- 
year-old, has been jumping 1 year, 
1.70 m. Derby, a chestnut of 6 years, 
has been jumping 3 years, 1.70 m. 
Michoacano, a 7-year-old grey has 
been jumping only 6 months but is 
up to 1.80 or better. And Vicky, a 
6-year-old brown mare which has 
been jumping for 3 years, the only 
mare on the team. She is up to 1.70 
m. 

The riders are Captain Alberto 
Valdes, who has won and placed con- 
sistently high in Lucerne, Vichy, 
London and the United States. He 
rides Chihuahua. 


Sub-Lt. Joanquin D‘Harcourt will 
ride Oregon. He has ridden for the 
past two years internationally, mak- 
ing his debut in the states last year. 

Capt. Jose Perez will ride Molo- 
tito; Lt. Jose Gonzalez will appear 
on Renegado and Sub.-Lt. Jaime de 
La Garza will ride Tapatio. 

Arete as yet has not been assign- 
ed to a rider. Up to now he has been 
ridden by Major Chagoya and Col- 
onel Mariles.

Semi-Finals Match To California 





Hurricanes Succumb To Power Playing 
Of California; Winning Team Meets 
Bostwick Field For the Title

International Field—Laddie San- 
ford’s Hurricanes lost its semi-final 
match to California in the 34th Na- 
tional Open Championship here Sep- 
tember 17, on the foul line. Winner 
of the top tournament for the past 
two years, the Hurricanes dropped 
210 to 9 decision to California 
which now meets Bostwick Field for 
the title. 

The Hurricanes had 7 cracks from 
the foul line, against 1 for Califor- 
nia, but could only make 2. Both 
were made by Peter Perkins, No. 2, 
from the 60-yard line in the second 
half when Cecil Smith, No. 3, who 
played the match with an aching 
shoulder and a troublesome knee, 
turned the assignment over to Per- 
kins. Smith had 4 free shots at goal 
but gave up attempting to convert 
the foul shots because he couldn’t 
get enough power in his drives. 

Even Smith’s short shooting game 
sufferéd. We counted 4 easy goals 
he missed in close that he would 
have ordinarily made with his eyes 
closed. Big ‘““Cece’’ did make 4 goals 
as did Perkins who played his 
strongest game in the last’ three 
periods. Peter accounted for 4 of the 
last 5 Hurricanes’ scores. 

While defeat could be attributed 
to the failure on the foul line and 
a crippled Smith, the Hurricanes 
succumbed to the power playing of 
California. The far west four applied 
the pressure at the start and never 
once lost the lead. Only once did the 
Hurricanes draw up even with Cali- 
fornia, and it was at. 1-1 in the first 
period. After that California domin- 
ated the play in every period but 
the fourth and sixth periods. 

Buddy Combs, No. 2, and Bob 
Skene, No. 3, constituted 80 percent 
of the California attack, while their 
defensive play represented 90 per- 
cent. Bob Fletcher was outstanding 
at No. 1, scoring 4 tell-tale goals. 
Carlton Beale, back, was in position 
when his team needed him most. 





Combs and Skene scored 3 goals 
each. 
The play of Combs and Skene 


around the mouth of their own goal 
was a chief reason why California 
prevailed. These two played with 
that “they shall not score’’ attitude. 
It seemed that every time the Hurri- 
canes got rolling, Combs and Skene 
were where they should be to cut 


short any serious threat to their 
team’s lead. 

Offensively, Combs and Skene 
worked beautifully together, Skene 


hitting solid drives up to Buddy and 
the latter in turn, turning the play 
to permit Skene to make a run. Both 
displayed confidence in Fletcher up 
ahead of them, and, the No. 1 in 
turn, did not let them down in the 
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clutch. 
California won because it took 
full advantage of the breaks. The 


Hurricanes failed to capitalize on its 
advantages. 

California caught the Hurricanes 
with its defenses down in the first 
four minutes of the first period, and 
much to the amazement of everyone, 
built a 4 to 1 lead. The period end- 
ed that way. Skene, Combs, Skene 
and Fletcher tallied in that order, 


while Smith scored the loner for 
his team. 
Smith, Combs, Larry Sheerin, 


Hurricane No. 1, and Fletcher drove 
through the uprights in the second 
period. There was still a 3-goal lead 
for California entering the third 
period. Smith opened the third with 
a goal, and had another stolen away 
from him by Combs who stopped a 
40-yard free hit that was headed 
goalward. Fletcher followed with a 
marker to give California a 7 to 4 
lead at intermission. 

Perkins made the first of 5 free 
hits for the Hurricanes from the 60- 
yard line in the opening minute of 
the fourth period, and it appeared 
as though the rest and a pep talk 
was all the Hurricanes needed. They 
pressed California for two minutes 
only to be slowed up temporarily 
when Skene eased into a scrimmage 
and came out of it with the ball to 
drive in a dazzling offside back- 
shot at a 45 degree angle. Smith and 
Perkins followed with shots to cut 
the California advantage to 8-7, in 
the Hurricanes’ pest period of the 
match until that time. 

Skene applied a fire hook to Per- 
kins’ mallet at the start of the fifth 
period to derail the Hurricanes’ 
drive. A minute later, Combs saved 
a Perkins shot in the mouth of the 
goal in front of the scoreboard. 
Buddy upped the count to 9-7 half- 
way through the period, and though 
the Hurricanes failed tq score, it 
was the only time in the period that 
California was deep in its territory. 

The Hurricanes moved a_ goal 
closer to California on a 60-yard free 
hit by Perkins early in the last 
period. Fletcher made it 10-8 on a 
pass from Combs, only to have Per- 
kins counter again. Smith missed a 
30-yard angle shot in the final 
minute of the match, which was an 
indication of how ineffective he was 
due to the slow healing injuries. 
“Cece” hardly ever misses the clutch 
shot.

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HUNTING 
Wolf Hunting In Russia 








Real Hunting Man Took With Equanimity 
The Success Or Failure of A Day : 
With Borzois and Pack Hunting Wolves

Wolves were hunted in Russia 
either the classical way, that is with 
borzois and pack or sometimes with 
borzois only. In these notes the 
former way alone will be described. 

First it is necessary to refute the 
age old legend of fierce, countless 
wolves, roaming in winter in packs 
over boundless steppes, attacking 
sleighs, pulling out passengers and 
eating them on the spot; before 
turning to the horses, not even spar- 
ing the harness. Large hunting 
wolf packs did and probably still ex- 
ist in winter in the far northern 
parts of Russia and Siberia, as they 
do in Alaska and northern Canada, 
but not in central and eastern Rus- 
sia where they were hunted with 
borzois. We are sorry to destroy 
this fallacy and to probably disap- 
point our readers, but the so called 
“packs” consisted at most of a 
couple of old wolves, their season’s 
young, as many as six or seven, and 
three -or four yearlings who had 
stayed with the new litter. In win- 
ter they often travelled together 
but never hunted as a pack. 

It would be too long to describe 
in detail a hunting establishment 
able to hunt and kill wolves under 
all conditions. Enough to say it was 
essential firstly to have a really 
good pack of no less than 12 or 15 
couples and in some cases in diffi- 
cult terrain, of 30 and even 40 
couple well trained to wolf hunting; 
secondly no less than 15 or 20,— 
we shall call them ‘“‘leashes’’, the 
literal translation of the Russian 
term “swora”’ (three borzois to a 
jeash) held by a mounted slipper— 
‘‘borziatnik”’. 

Hunting wolves was no easy or 
simple matter, the whole responsibi- 
lity of success or failure lying on 
the huntsman and his preliminary 
work, which was no Sunday picnic. 
Wolves could not be found and hunt- 
ed by just drawing a promising 
covert, hoping for the best, as is 
done in foxhunting. The huntsman 
had to know before the opening day 
not only every lair through all the 
country to be hunted, but the num- 
ber and age of the wolves in each. 
This took him three and more weeks 
in late summer, during which time 
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he roamed on horse back all over 
the country, spending most nights 
in the field. This needed a great 
knowledge of wolves and their hab- 
its, also how to call, that is imitate 
their howling in various keys. 

The lairs were usually on small 
islands in thickly, overgrown bogs, 
surrounded by woods, cut by streams 
often too deep to be easily forded. 
The wolves could only be called 
after sunset and counted either 
when leaving their lair or in the 
early morning when getting back. 
This meant spending night after 
night in bogs and woods under all 
conditions of weather. Only after 
searching every possible nook and 
corner, certain no lairs had been 
missed or overlooked, could the 
huntsman at last turn for home with 
a clear conscience and hopes for a 
successful hunting season. 

The opening day all over Russia 
was on September ist, Russian cal- 
ender (14th Sept. abroad), but wolf 
hunting never started before Octo- 


ber and in some parts of the coun- 
try even later, when trees had shed 
their leaves and the weather had be- 
come cool and damp, also when bor- 
zois and pack were in full form, 
ready for the hardships of wolf 
hunting. 

On the eve of the opening day, 
owner and huntsman went into con- 
ference, working out all the details 
of the coming hunt, no small mat- 
ter, as success or failure depended 
in a great measure on a first class 
organization and timing. Every one 
taking part in the hunt had to know 
how, when, where and what to do. 
first came the checking up of avail- 
able leashes to surround the covert, 
without leaving gaps where wolves 
could slip through unnoticed. If 
there were enough, well and good, 
nothing else was needed, but when 
the covert was too large or there 
were spots where it was impossible 
for borzois to work, measures had 
to be taken to prevent wolves from 
escaping. In such cases either a 
line of guns was placed to cover 
these parts or strong nets were 
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strung across, with a few men to 
look after them and prevent wolves 
from breaking through. When the 
plan had been worked out, the hunts- 
man had still to ascertain once 
again that the wolves had not for 
some reason, left their lair. This 
meant spending one more night in 
calling and watching, and only after 
seeing the wolves get back in the 
morning, could the huntsman be 
sure of having done everything in 
his power to prepare a successful 
day’s hunting. 

It was no use hunting before 10 
o’clock as earlier the wolves would 
be still roaming about the covert. 
The pack therefore was brought out 
at about that time and stopped half 
a mile or so away from the covert, 
down wind from it and facing the 
lair. In the meanwhile the slippers 
circled right and left of the covert 
keeping well away from it so as not 
to risk disturbing the wolves. Each 
slipper took up his stand as indi- 
cated before hand by the owner. 
These were usually at intervals of 
200 or 300 yards and the choice 
of the exact spot left to the dis- 
cretion of each of them. This was 
not as simple as it sounds. Much 
practice and knowledge was needed 
to be able to hide borzois and horse 
and at the same time be able to see 
all around oneself. Many a wolf 
has escaped because of an error of 
judgment on the part of slippers. 

When the circle was closed or the 
two slippers on point had reached 
their respettive stands, the owner 
blew his horn notifying thereby the 
huntsman that he could put in 
his hounds. This was comparatively 
easy when the lair lay on dry land, 
but when situated on a island in the 
middle of an overgrown bog, mat- 
ters were much more complicated. 
This had to be done on foot in com- 
plete silence and only a_ hunting 
man will realize what that means. 
For a large pack to follow the hunts- 
man silently, through thick rushes, 
bushes, fording streams, sometimes 
in Indian file, without one of them 
giving tongue or breaking away,— 
is something of wizardry and a 
huntsman who could ask this of his 


pack, was a magician. Still a few 
such existed in old Russia and tho- 
ught nothing of it. In this way, 
if there was no hitch at the last 
moment, the pack was capped strai- 
ght at the gathered wolves. 

These are notes on hunting, not 
the description of a hunt. Only a 
master pen can’ depict such scenes 
and express the feelings of a hunt- 
ing man listening to the music of a 
pack, hunting wolves under such 
conditions—it was magniticent!... 
Wolf after wolf was forced into the 
open and the slippers had their work 
cut out to make the best of it. 

Tackling a young wolf was no 
child’s play, but when it came to 
coursing an old wolf, it besrame a 
real he man’s sport. To bag a 
wolf it had either to be killed with 
a hunting knife or taken alive and 
in both cases everything depending 
on the borzois. It was no joke to find 
oneself on foot face to face with a 
huge full grown wolf in no sweet 
temper, which one’s borzois could 
not or would not hold down and with 
but a hunting knife for weapon. The 
only admitted tackle to be used by 
a good borzoi, was the throat grip 
and in this way three of them would 
often strangle a young wolf before 
the slipper had time to jump off 
his horse and seize it. Not so with 
a well grown yearling, when the 
slipper had either to finish it off or 
take it alive. As to dealing with 
an old wolf, this was quite a dif- 
ferent proposition. Three good bor- 
zois could stop and hold an old wolf, 
but many more could not and it 
was a strict rule, unless orders had 
been given to the contrary, that the 
nearest slippers to the one having 
slipped his leash on to full grown 
wolf, took part in the chase. In this
